A verdict of murder by a person 
cr persons unknown was returned by 
Mr S. FE. Balfour. ot the District 
OmMec. South, yesterday, followlrg 
an Inquiry held” into the death of 
Kwor Sheng, 42, 9 womhn, who. died 
from gunshot wounds at tho Law 
Hfon Nean Monastery, Lantao Island.

Dr H. H, Tal, medical officer of 
Kewloon Mortuary, sald that he 
‘conducted a post-mortem examina- 
tlon ‘of the body of Kwor Sheng on 
May 3. There: were 14 laccrated 


wounds in, the front of the head, face | 


and neck, The «skull had ‘been 
penetrated, and he found 19 picces 
of metallle forelgn objects under the 
soft tlsues of the wounds, The 
cnuse'of death was ‘gunshot wounds 
of the head. 


Spt J. Galvin stated that he went 
tothe Monastery on May 2, and.saw 
the body of Deceased. He was given 
19 shotgur: pellets by a monk, Tseng 
Cheung-yuen, - which were - later 
handed over to the Police Armouror. 
Sgt Perkins; On cxamining — the 
premises, he found emarks which 
clearly indicated that shots had been 
fired from three different . angles. 
Enquiries were still being continucd 
at the present time. 


Evidence that the Monastery was 
visited by a marauding party on April 
30 was given by Tseng Cheung-yuen, 
who said be had lived there for the 
last 13 years, He was the only male 
living there, the other ‘inmates being 
seven other women. Deceased was a 
visitor who went to the Monnstcry 
on May 1. : . 


On Aprit 30, he sald, someone had 
tried to open the main door of the 
Monastery. He noticed six or seven 
other mer dressed in black clothing, 
and had sent them away by throwing 
stones at them from the top of his 
little house: ‘The same thing hap:

; Although Switzerland, with its mixture of races and languages would appear 
to be particularly vulnerable to the propaganda tactics of the Nazis-and other ex- 
tremists, it has probably departed from its traditions less than any other European 
country, writes a correspondent of the “Christian Science Monitor” from Berne.

German Nazis and Swiss pro-

tive against Switzerland's strong 
policy in defence of freedom. 
First impetus for government 
measures against Nazi agitators came 
from the people themselves, - Mass 
mectings were held in Zurich ond 
.other cities as carly as 1038, de- 
amnding that a dam be built ogainst 
the flood of foreign propagunda 
which threatened the country. 
Newspapers took up the cry. Several 
Swiss papers were severely criticised 
by the majority of the press for 
carrying advertisements for the Ger- 
man propaganda magazine “Signal.” 
Democracy Aid Bill . 


The Federal Council was requested 
to pass a bill for the defence ‘of de- 
mocracy giving the government 
larger power in regulating prot 
poganda activities as om emergency 
measure, The bill was passed. Jt 
was .frected. with general approval. 
The leaders did not_feel_that 
“totallia powers with their expert 
knowledge of - mass psychology 
should be allowed to use Switzerland 
asa free field for their subversive 
activities. . 

Danger points began to appear. 
In January, 1938, a meeting beiween 
‘important industrialists and the Nazi 
leader, Georg Hoffrnann, was arranz- 
ed. This meeting has often been 
compared with the 1932 Dusscldort 
meeting of Herr Hitler with Rhinc- 
land captalns of. industry, except 
that the outcome was diffcrent. 

The alm of the Zurich meeting, 
as of the Dusseldorf mecting, was 
to gain the financial support of the 
industrialists to break the powcr of 
the‘trade unlons and to establish a 
Tptalitarlan regime. ‘ : 
Though some important industr‘a- 


lists did contribute to “Hoffmann's 


party, the most ‘important Swiss 
firms, such as “Elsen und Stahlwerke 
E, Fircher," remained alocf.

He gave them 
Internal doses ‘of sulfaniiamide dally 
for five days until their. eyes cleared 
up. They were discharged at’ the 
end of a month, their cases described 
as “arrested.” . 

SImllar treatment’ of 200 other In- 
dian victims of the disease met with 
success. Inflamed eyes cleared up 
and Jost their aversion to ght un- 
der the {freatment. Patients were 
cured in‘an average of tivo weeks. 
! The Indian service spread use of 
the trentment, to ‘all its reservations 
where sufferers were located, Many 
cures were achieved, first among 
school children and then among 


‘adults.

tested, trachoma, long

Newspapers tool. up the ery, Several 
Swiss papers were severely criticised 
‘by the majority of the press for 
carrying advertisements for the Ger- 
man propaganda magazine “Signal.” 

Democracy Aid Bill 


The Federal Councit was requested 
to pass a bill for the defence of de- 
mocracy: giving the government 
larger power in regulating pro- 
poganda activities os an emergency 
measure. The bill was passed. It 
was greeted with general approval. 


“The” Swiss" leaders“ did-not-teek-that 


totalitarfin powers with their expert 
knowledge of mass psychology 
should be allowed to use Switzerland 
ng a free field for thelr subversive 
activities. 

Danger points began to appear.

Similar treatment of 200 other In- 
dion victims of the disease met with 
success. Infiamed eycs cleared up 
and lost their aversion to Nght un- 
der the trentment, Patients were 
cured in an average of two weeks,

cures ‘were ‘achieved, first ‘among 
school children and then among
